POISON USED AS MEDICINE? 


Druggist Says He Sold Parson Cya- 
nide of Potassium for Pur- 


pose of “Killing Dog.” 


WILL BE ASKED TO RESIGN PASTORATE 


Boston, Mase., Oct. 20.—A cell In Charlies 
street jail tonight holds the Rev. Clarence 
Virgil Thompson Richeson, pastor of Im- 
manuel Baptist church, Cambridge, arrested 
today charged with the murder of Avis Lin- 
nell of Hyannis, Mass, to whom he had 
been engaged. 

His commitment to jail this afternoon 
without bail marked a temporary end to a 
chain of circumstances which detectives have 
followed since the death of Miss Linnell last 
Saturday by cyanide of potaseium poisoning. 

As a result of his arrest, the preacher will 
be asked to resign from the pastorate of his 
church, 

Mise Linnell, who was 19 years old anda 
student at the Conservatory of Music, was 
found dead in the bathroom of the Young 
. Women’s Christian association home here. 

At first the police beNeved she had com- 
mitted suicide, but developments indicated 
she had taken cyanide of potassium sent her 
by some person in the belief that it would 
remedy her embarrassing physical condition. 


Long Vigil at Fiancee’s Home. 

For several days the police inquiry meade 
little progress. but information teceived 
early | ote Richeson hed purchased 


A Gozen policemen, headed by ago Supt 
Watts, were forced to maintain an eight 
hour vigil outside the fasBionable home in 
Brookline of Moses Grant Edmands, where 
the clergyman had been stopping during the 
last week, before he was taken into custody. . 

Repeated pulls at the doorbells, rappings, 
and shouts failed to bring any responee from 
those within the house through the night and 
the police, who were without a warrant, were 
unwilling to make a forcible entrance. 

The deputy superintendent and his assist- 
ants, with a crowd of newspaper men, re- 
mained on guard until about 7 a. m., wate 
they were admitted. 


Marriage Cards Withdrawn. 

Mr. Edmands is the father of Miss Violet 
Bdmands, for whose marriage to Mr. Riche- 
gon on Oct: 81 cards had been issued.” These 
invitations were recalled today. The Ed- 
mands family, however, maintains faith in 
Mr. Richeson and the only announcement 
in connection with the withdrawal of the 
cards was that the marriage had been post- 
poned. 

The setting of Oct. 81 as the date for a 
further hearing of the case developed a 
coincidence in the fact that the day is that 
on which the minister was to have been mar- 
ried. But neither the announcement of the 
date nor any other happening in connection 
his arrest seemed to disturb the prisoner. 

Even when faced by William Hahn, a New- 
ton druggist, who declared Richeson had 
purchased cyanide of potassium from him a 
week ago Tuesday, the minister was unper- 
turbed. As Hahn was shown into the room 
at police headquarters, Richeson stepped for- 
ward and shook his hand, It was notice- 
able that the druggist was more-moved than 
the accused man. 


Seeks Poison to “Kill Dog.” 

Facing the clergyman, Hahn, who has 
known Mr. Richeson several years, told how 
Richeson walked into his store Tuesday even- 
ing, Oct. 10, and said: 

“T’ve got a dog at home that is creating a 
disturbance She will be a nuisance unless I 
can kill her soon.”’ 

Mr. Hahn said he responded to Richeson, 
“JT never knew you had a dog,’’ and that 
Richeson replied he kept itin his room. 

Inquiry by the police where Mr. Richeson 
roomed developed the presence only of a male 
dog owned by the landlord, who said Riche- 
son had never owned a dog during the eight 
months he had lodged there. 

Hahn said he suggested chloroform to Mr. 
Richeson, but the minister wanted “ some- 
thing that will work quick.’’ Cyanide of po- 
tassium was mentioned as acting instantly, 
and the druggist said he gave Richeson 
enough to kill three dogs, but the minister 
asked for more and the preparation finally 
amounted to enough to poison ten men. 


Asked Druggist to Keep Secret. 

As Mr. Richeson turned to go Hahn says 
the elergyman reminded him of his coming 
wedding to Miss Edmande and said i“ con't 
forget to come,” adding, “!t must seem 
wyeterious to you about my buying ‘this, 
but you can keep a@ secret.’’

Charles G. MeRoberts Shot 
While Hunting Ducks 
at Antioch, Ill. 


SCULLING “ACROSS LAKE. 


Charles G. McRoberts, recently appointed 
assistant to United States District Attorney 
Wilkerson, was accidentally shot and killed 
by his guide yesterday while hunting near 
Antioch, III. 

Mr. McRoberts and the guide, Benjamin 
Cobb of Antioch, were sculling across Grass 
lake in an attempt to creep up to a raft of 
ducks near the middie of the lake. When 
the birds became alarmed and flew up, Cobb 
rose and fired. . 

The lawyer, who had been crouching in 
front of Cobb, stood up to fire, but before he 
had an opportunity to do it he had moved 
within the range of Cobb's gun, which the 
guide was shooting. Mr. McRoberts received 


was nearly blown off and death was instan- 
taneous. 


Mrs. McRoberts Stunned by News. 

Completely unnerved by the accident, Cobb 
hardly knew what to do at first. Finally he 
sculled the boat over to the Lake Bluff re- 
sort, where McRoberts and his wife had been 
staying since last Tuesday. Mrs. McRoberts 
was stunned by the news of her husband's 
death and a physician had to be summoned for 
her. 

In the afternoon Coroner J. L. Taylor of 
Lake county held an inquest and the jury 
cleared Cobb of all blame for the fata! acci- 
dent. The latter is only 21 years of age and 
one of the youngest guides on the lake, but 
he has a reputation for being cautious and 
competent. , 

Cobb's story, as related to the coroner’ s@ury, 
indicates McRoberts forgot the instructions 
of the guide. 

Guide Tells of Accident. 

“ It is customary when two men go hunting 
together in a boat that the one in front does 
not rise to shoot,” said Cobb. “ But we had 
made an arrangement whereby we were both 
to stand up. Mr. McRoberts was to crouch. 
I jumped to my feet when the ducks were 
flushed abd began to shoot. A moment later 
he stood up. He forgot about stooping over 
or crouching ané he rose to his full height.” 

Mrs. MéRoberts asserted after the inquest 
she believed the story of the guide, but said 
her husband was a careful man and an expe- 
rienced hunter. The widow left Antioch in 
charge of the body and will arrive in Chicago 
at 8:80 this morning. The body then will be 
sent to Washington, where the funeral serv- 
ices will be held at the residence of Mrs 
Elien G. McRoberts, his mother. 

Mr. McRoberts was 89 years old and was 
born in Virginia, where his family has been 
distinguished for many generations. He 
studied law in the Washington College of 
Law. |

Gets Police Patrol Wagon. 

Then he hit upon a new idea. He went 
to Chiéf of Police Martin and asked him 
to lend him his wagon, the pride of the vil- 
lage, the brass topped auto patrol. The 
chief demurred at first. 

“ What do you want it ~— ” asked the 
chief. 

“Why,” insisted the sshitian “T want it 
to carry my congregation to church Sunday 
mornings. I've noticed, and perhaps you have, 
too, a good many members of my flock have 
been loafing on the streets when they ought 
to be in church. If you'll give me the wagon 
and a driver I'll go out every Sunday morn- 
ing for the next three Sundays and pick 
them up.” 

‘“‘Humph,” said the chief, “ that's differ- 
ent. It seems to be a good cause. It'll help 
you and it’ll help me. I'll go you.” 

So next Sunday Mr. Trimble will start on 
his first patrol wagon excursion. He said 
last night that on the morning of that day 
for the first time in many months he expected 
to preach to a full house. 


Pastor Tells of Plan.

Herman F. Schuettler, assistant chief of 
police, clamped the Chicago gambling lid on 
tight yesterday and for the first time in years 
the racing news service to bookmakers was 
shut off in all parts of town. | 

The rout of the gamblers was the most im- 
portant of a number of highly important 
developments incident to the civil service 
commission's investigation of police protect- 
ed vice. Among them were: 


Mayor Harrison ordered “Mike de

Bchuettler’s men found sixty-three gam- .

men, who were arrested. | 

Inspector Dorman, questioned by the 
commission, gave the west side levee @ 
clean bill of health andeaid: “ No human 
being can do more than I have done.”

McWeeny addressed Schuettler’s gam- 
bling squad of twenty men. 

Schuettler called for and got the prom- 
ise of officials of the telephone company 
to help put handbooks out of business by 
shutting off telephone service 


Schuettler’s Men Comb Town. 

If any Chicago bookmakers made money 
yesterday they couldn’t be found last even- 
ing. “ Schuettler’s twenty,” who combed the 
town in every direction for gambling, discov- 
ered gambling evidence in only three places 
and arrested two men. The first arrest came 
shortly after 1 o’clock, when Detective 
Sergeants Etchingham and Hanley and five 
other detectives raided the handbook of Karr 
& Kennedy, 837 North Clark street, just as 
bettors were getting into action on the races. 
John Karr, who gave the name of Hammond 
at the police station, was arrested and betting 
sheets were confiscated. 

Mike Lavacke, keeper of a handbook at 8781 
Cottage Grove avenue, was arrested by De- 
tective Charles Weineke just as he was taking 
a telephone bet, the police said. The detective 
tore out the telephone, an automatic, and the 
first of that kind yet disturbed as a gambling 
device. 

Detective Sloyer found another gambling 
telephone in the Welch cigar store, 4007 West 
Lake etreet, and confiscated it. A search 
showed no gambling evidence and no arrests 
were made. Sloyer went into-the place to 
look for gambling. The telephone bell rang 


Detective “Takes a Bet.” 

“Till take this bet,” he remarked and an- 
swered the telephone. He lletened to a man 
who wanted to make a racing bet and then 
pulled out the instrument. 

“It’s being used for gambling purposes,” 
the detective said in answer to protests. 

The surprise of the day was the discovery 
of plain clothes men from the Desplaines 
street station on guard in front of four west 
side gambling places, None of them were 
running. The places under police guard 
were: 

Robert C. Nelson, 12 North Halsted street.

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“| CHINESE REBELS 
ROUT LOYALISTS 


Score Vietory After Two Day 
Battle -at Hankow, Say 
Unofficial Reports. 


CREW SINK SHIP; DESERT. 


Triumph Forecasts Spread of 
Revolt. in South, Foreign 
Légations Believe. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKING, Oct: 20.—Unofiicial reports from 
Hankow say the rebels have scored a great 
victory over the imperial forces aiter a two 
day battle. 

Not only heve they captured the river sta- 
tion, driving out the government troops with 
heavy loss, but according to thes¢ reports 
they have forcéd Admtrsa! Sah’s fleet cf war- 
ships to retreat downstream. The crew of 
one of the iniperial cruisers is said to have 
joined the'trehels after having sunk the ship. 

It is declared that the imperial] troops evac- 
uated the Gare Fluviat yesterday and fell 
back to Seven Mile Creek station. 

During the fighting the Red Cross started to 
work with Chinese helpers for the first time in 
history. Parties were stationed near the 
scene of action. Organization for actual 
work in the field is not yet completed, ard the 
Red Cross has not secured recognition from 
the imperialistic leaders; consequently 
many wounded imperialists were left on the 
field and subsequently killed or mutilated by 
cividan sympathizers of the revolt. 

When the fighting ceased Wednesday even- 
ing the revolutionists took up a strong posi- 
tion. Reinforcements for the rebels.arrived 
during the night and early Thursday morning 
a force 5,000 strong commenced an advance 
on the imperial encampment. 

The advance was conducted cautiously. On 
the march the rebela burned hundreds of 
huts, fearing ambush. The loyalist infantry 
made a faint show of resistance, while the 
shots from the imperial warships failed to 
dislodge a rebel field gun which had been 
made the special object of attack. 


Loyalist Evacuation Hurried. 


When the rebel scouts reached the itm- 
perial camp they found it deserted and the 
main body enteted, waving banners and 
shouting in jubilation. The loyalists’ evac- 
uation was so hurried that they left many 
tents and six car loads of baggage and am- 
munition. 

The retreat of the imperialists at Hankow 
is confirmed in other dispatches from Kiu- 
Kiang, which state that the Chinese gun- 
boats are retreating to Kiu Kiang. 

Up to 6 o'clock tonight the government 
and the foreign legations were in the dark as 
to developments in the south. The officials 
stated that Gen. Yin Tchang had com- 
pleted the organization of his forces and 
was rapidly pushing forward. his troops mean- 
while, contenting himself with reporting 
military details without furnishing definite 
news of Wednesday's fight. 


Government Sees Ultimate Triumph. 


It was explained that the’ concentration 
of the two imperial divisions had been oom- 
pieted last night at Kwangshua, on the Pe- 
king and Hankow railroad, seventy miles 
north of Hankow. It was understood that 
Gen. Yin Tchang, the commander-in-chief, 
had reached Kwangshua. 

Official assurances were given that, al- 
though the situation had been grave re- 

cently, the outlook was now much improved 
and the ultimate triumph-of the government 
Was certain. 

Pverything seems ‘to depend on an imme- 
diate and successful acvance by Minister of 
War Yin-Tchang, who now commands 20,- 
000 men within 100 miles of Hankow, but 
only the foreign ministry pretends to enjoy 
confidence in his promised attack. 

Already Yin-Tchang -is issuing proclama- 
tions offering parcons to all who desert the 
rebel .standard, and it is believed he will 
rely on proclamations and negotiations, fear- 
ing or being unable to move his army. 


Official Report Silent on. Fight. 

At midnight tonight a report from Yin- 
Tchang was published in the Official Gazette. 
It does not refer to the fight at Hankow. It 
gays the Twenty-second regiment arrived at 
Hankow on Sunday and that the rebels at- 
tacked twice, but were repulsed, and that 
three rebels were captured. 

A rumor was current that the rebels had 
cut the railroad behind imperial troops and 
captured Siackan, thirty miles north of Han- 
kow. 

Another native report was that the rebels 
held the railway tunnel at Sinyangchow, in 
the southern part of Ho-Nan province and 
about 100 miles north of Hankow.

‘lave Trade ‘Oauses Former to Join in 
Resistance. 


[BY CABLE TO wie CHICAGO TRIBUNB.) 

TRIPOLI, via Rome, Oct. 20, —The Italian 
troops and the Turks end Arabs had an all 
day fight at Bengazi yesterday with the for- 
mer coming out victorious. 

On the morning of Oct. 18 the second dtvi- 
sion of the Italian expeditionary force ar- 
rived off Bengazi and Admiral Aubrey, com- 
manéer-in-chief of the naval forces sum- 
moned the town to surrender. The Turkish 
authorities refused and the admiral then 
gave them until 6 o'clock on the morning of 
the 19th to make up thelr minds. 

The Turks paid no attention to this, and 
when the time Mmit expired without any 
word about capitulation the admiral ordered 
the warships to bombard the fortifications. 
The shelling lasted only a short time and then 
the troops were landed. 


Turks Make Furious Attack. 
The moment the troops disembarked the 


° 
Turks made a furious attack, but were re- 


pulsed. and 4,000 Italians were gradually 
landed on Guiliana beach, although the re- 
sistance of the Turks, who were aided by 
the Arabs, continued. 

The action of the Arabs in joining the 
Turks in Cyrenaica is explained by the fact 
that there has always been an extensive 
slave trade in that country and the proposed 
Italian occupation is not agreeable to the 
natives. 

All the troops in the detachment had been 
landed by evening and they slept in the con- 
quered positions which they now occupy 
strongly. Owing to the hostile attitude of 
the Arabs it was.necessary to bombard the 
southern portion of the town, at which a 
limited number of shots were fired.

BEER FOILS MALARIA BUG? 


So Says Dr. John Dill Robertson; 
Confesses Dislike for Water. 


TALKS AT BREWERS’ “FEED.” 


Declares Bitter Beverage, Properly 
Manufactured, Is Safest Drink. 


John Dill Robertson, M. D., who confessed 
some time ago that he never has taken a 
water bath—he uses oll—again leaped into 
the spotlight last night. He las discovered a 
new use for beer. He is not proposing beer 
baths; he merely tells his people to drink 
beer—bitter beer—and never have malarial 
fever. 

Dr. Robertson talked to the brewers at their 
annual international banquet at the Con- 
gress hotel. He told them their manufactured 
product is just the proper medicine for peo- 
ple exposed to malaria. He had made experi- 
ments on members of both the human@nd 
dog families, he said, and has concluded that 
people who drink beer escape fever, while 
those who don’t get bitten by the malaria 
bug. At least, he hag demonstrated this 


thing that will apply to inhabitants of that 
brewing Sahara desert will apply universally. 


Bitter Beer Hope of Race? 

After rendering his opinion as a scientist, 
he told the brewers: “ Don’t make beer too 
sweet. Keep it bitter, because the human 
race needs it.” [Great applause.] 

Robertson spoke as president of Loyola 
University Medical school and as represen- 
tative of the Illincis state board of agri- 
culture. He was supposed to respond to the 
toast, ‘‘ The State of Dlinois.” Instead, he 
made some happy steps into the field of the 
eciences. He traveled back to his earlier 
days, when, he said, he went to Kansas to 
practice medicine. 

“A thrifty class of people located in this 
vicinity who had come from Germany, and 
some Welsh.” he said. “ Every German fam- 
fiy had in its home beer of their own brew. 
This beer was extremely bitter. 


Welsh Ill; Germans Hale, 

“It was a notable fact that the Welsh who 
did not drink beer were subject to malarial 
fever and that the Germans who drank beer 
did not suffer from it. I made a study of 
this matter first hand and came to the con- 
clusion that the only reason that the Ger- 
mans were free from the malaria was be- 
cause they: did use the beer and that the 
Welsh did not, and that the bitter principle 
found within the beer was that which pro- 
tected them from the malarial germ. 

‘* You brewers make a beverage absolutely 
sterile and absolutely safe, and many times 
superior and safer as a beverage than any 
drinking water found in our municipaiities.”’

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Music and 
Unusual Program at 
Second Thomas Matinee.

NE of the most interesting aspects of 

Mr. Stock's art its its unexpectedness, 

Hie has been arranging the Thomas 

programs for the last six seasons, and 

no one as yet has hit upon the key to 
his system. Since the program. maker, like 
the composer, is obliged te regare with care 
the conflicting elements of unity and variety, 
it is not strange that certain traditions tend- 
ing to the presentation ofa logical sequence 
in the order of programs have been estab- 
lished. Such traditions take root in the once 
familiar chronological order that begins with 
the objective compositions of the classic or 
polyphonic period and moves by easy stages 
to the freer emotionalism of more recent ar- 
tistic periods. 

But those traditions, together with the 
emotional sequence for whicgh they stand, 
have disappeared from the Thomas programs, 
and in evidence of this assertion we submit 


the interesting selection offered by Mr, Stock~ 


and the orehestra at yesterday's  matinée, 
That stirring example of descriptive music, 
the “ Husitska”™. overture, by Dvorak, opened 
the program. Its only possible relationship 
to the “Kaletdoscope” variations of Noren 
which followed jwas ‘o be found in the mod- 
ern orchestral idiom employed by both mas- 
ters. Spiritual kinship there was none, ,Hven 
more widely separated in artistic tendencies 
were the naive littl dance movements of 
Rameau which Felix Mott] assembled in the 
form of an orchestral suite, and + numbers 
selected from the music which rliozg has 
written around the events of Goethe's 
“ Faust.” Nor is it possible ‘o find any sec- 
quence of thought whereby che first and sec- 
ond divisions of the program might be con- 
nected. 

Despite this’ dissimilarity itn content and 
artistic intention—or, perhaps, because of it— 
the works follawed one another in interesting 
contrast. The orchestral brilliancy, the emo- 
tional» power of the, -hematic content, and the 
dramatic climax developed made the Dvorak 
overture an effective opening number, The 
orchestra set at rest any dioubts that may 
possibly have NHngered after the _ splendid 
opening of the season last week, by deliver- 
ing itself of a performance that truly was 
virtuose. There was no occasion tn. the over- 
ture for the manifold refinements of tonal 
effect which were made manifest last week, 
but there was abundant opportunity for the 
unfolding of a stirring dramatic narrative in 
tones, and this was accomplished with an 
ease and directness that established an im- 
pression of mastery. 

-@- 

Equally convincing from the. orchestral as- 
pect was the performance of Noren’s varia- 
tions. But here the interest centered in the 
composition rather than in its manner of de- 
livery, for tne réason that it was one of the mem- 


orable novelties of 1908, and therefore might . 


serve as a standard by which the trend of the 
art could be measured. The hearer retained the 
conviction that musically we are moving fast, 
indeed, for the effects that astonished three 
years ago were accepted placidly by ears grown 
accustomed to ktill more startling things. How- 
ever. there are many beauties tn this work 
whole one concludes that these variations 
achieve & permanent place in the repertory of 
which time cannnot touch, beauties of idea 
which are independent of effect. These are 
fundamental tim the theme upon which the work 
is based and are therefore manifested in every 
variation. 

At the same time, despite its wealth of mod- 
ern orchestral, harmonic, and contrapuntal de- 
vice, there is a certain old fashioned flavor to 
the Noren variations, not its least pleasing at- 
tribute when all.is. said. It arises from the 
circumstance that the composer has preserved 
inaltered the spiritual individuality of his 
theme. Many modern masters of variation 
treat the form like a problem play. The theme 
in like a personality. Its character is per- 
mitted to develop under the various and often

the Drama. 
trying vicissitufies to which it is submitted. 
Noren, to continue the figure, takes a  differ- 
ent view. His theme ts @ joyous, imaginative 
child, and with it he fares forth tn quest of 
adventure. He conducts it through many 
Scenes, peaceful, stressful, reflective, animated. 
ut in every situation, and several that arise 
are complicated in the extreme, the quaint, 
childlike spirit of the fundamental theme re- 
mains unchanged.

This quality, proves that his music possesses 
the only attribute which time may not touch, 
intrinsic eloquence of idea. Therefore, the 
composer need feel no fear if his orchestral 
and polyphonic idiom, ich’ 80 recently im- 
pressed the public as @ marvel of novelty, 
seems today a little tame. 
' Tomorrow. we may have ceased to consider 
it at all, bat his music will none the leas re- 
tain its appeal to the sympathies. The work, 
at second hearing, seems a little uneven. Thus 
the spiritual level of the first two variations is 


-yot sustained in several that follow, notably 


in the funeral march and “reverie.” On the 
other hand, it is not mere technical mastery 
that makes his finale convincing. Its manifold 
involutions are but the attractive hiding places 
for a quaint and satisfying humor, On the 
the orchestra and in the regard of its audi- 
ences. | ’ 

The Rameau-Mottl pieces serve the purpose 
ef digglaying the remarkable tone of the string 
section to admirable advantage. The Thomas 
strings are now a tonal unit.. They followed 
the delicate, old world melodies of. this grand- 
sire of modern French music through a fasel- 
nating scheme of subtly adjusted contrasts, en- 
éowing them with all the glories of tone to 
which the violin ts heir. Similarly admirable 
was the presentation of the concluding Berlioz 
numbers. The whimsicality which is the artis- 
tic essence of the music of Berlioz, meets just 
that sensitive appreciation in. Mr. Stock which, 
of all his many admirable interpretative quali- 
ties, most surély lifts him above the tedious 
levels of mediocrity. Even the. “ Rakoczy” 


‘march, so often made a means of mere vulgar 


display of bravoura, accontplished programatic 
values which were not the less convincing or 
dificult of attainment because obvious. 

The second concert as a whole, despite certain 
puzzling features of the program in the mat- 
ter of selection and arrangement, confirms the 
pleasant !mpression récorded a week ago as to 
the Thomas orchestra’s present standard of 
efficiency. 8

~ Outlying Theaters. 
The Star.

O theater in Chicago has made such a 

rapid rise in popularity within as short 

a time as the Star theater on Milwau- 

kee avenue, near Evergreen. The last 

two seasons put the Star on the wrong 
side of the ledger. Last summer the house 
underwent a change of management, owner- 
ship passing into the hands of Mort Singer 
and J. H. Herk. | 

The managerial control was vested in Mr. 
Herk, who changed the house from motion 
pictures and vaudeville to refined burlesque. 
Mr. Herk announced the Star under its new 
management would cater especially to women 
and children and that nothing but perform- 
ances of a high order and free from objection- 
able features would be offered. He placed Mr, 
Silvie Ferretti as resident manager, with 
orders te keep the performances up to the 
best standards in both taste and entertain- 
ment. 

The result has been that while the Star 
began its new ‘career Aug. 12 with an indiffer- 
ent patronage, its books showed an increase 
of severa! hundred dollars in receipts every 
week until finally the business of the house 
is only limited by its capacity. 

Mr. Ferretti says the ‘success of the Star 
since last August is due entirely to the fact 
that the theater plays only the best attrac- 
tions in burlesque and vaudeville, and strictly 
enforces its tules requiring any word or 
phrase that would be objectionable to women 


and children to be carefully eliminated,

Mr, Ferretti’s rules for the conduct of com- 
panies playing’ at the Star are conspicuously 
posted in the dressing rooms with the em- 
phatic statement at the bottom that any per- 
former who violates the regulations will be 
expelled from the playhouse. Among the rules 
are these: 

Profanity, even that of the mildest descrip- 
tien and including words which ape consid- 
ered unobjectionable in the majority of thea- 
ters, ts prohibited in the Star theater, 

_No flirting or smiling at any person in the 
audience is permitted, 

Songs or “gags” must not be directed .to 
people in the audience. 

The spot light never must be used in point- 
ing out individuals seated in the theater,

Those opposing the resolution said more 
than a score of prominent labor Jeaders are 
members of the Civic federation and are able 
to compete with the capitalists fn a battle of 
brains over negotiations for the betterment of 
the working class. 

Increased postage on second class mail 
matter was denounced im a resolution adopt- 
ed by the convention. 

Legislation abolishing prison industries 
that compete with free labor was recom- 
mended. 


Wright Re-elected as President. 

Edwin R. Wright was re#lected president 
of the state federation. He received 106 
votes and his opponent, Joseph Morton of 
Chicago, received 98. 

James F.. Morris, secretary-treasurer of 
the federation, was reélected without oppost- 


tion, as were the first and third vice presi- | 


dents, respectively, Peter Fitzgerald of Al- 
ton and Danie] Dorman of Bgorla. Victor 
R. Hopp of Chicago was elected second vice 
president by acclamation. 

John M..Irish of Peorla, James P. Trench 
of La Salle, E. R. Davis of Aurora, Edward 
Hippert of Kewanee, Chris C. Rakow of 
Springfield, and Thomas Kelly of Streator 
were elected members of the executive board. 

For delegate to the American Federation uf 
Labor, which convenes in Atlanta, Ga.. next 
month, Groce Lawrence was elected, recelv- 
ing 193 votes against the 756 cast for Charles 
Gaude of Chicago.

Adopts Resolution Opposing In-' 


\ROOSEVELT SAYS RULE JUDGES 


‘States Reforms People Desire 
Should Be Made Law. 
COURTS STAND IN THE WAY. 


Power Delegated to Judiciary That 
May Block Change Is Still Nation’s. 


New York, Oct. 20.—The judiciary of the 
United States. must be brought within the 
control and answerable to the judgment of 


the people, in the opinion of Theodore Roose- 


velt, who spoke tonight on “ ‘The Conserva- 
tion of Womanhood and Childhood,” before 
the Civic Forum. 

This control. according to Roosevelt's idea, 
should be “ exercised more cautiously and in 
different, fashion than the ‘control by the 
people over the legislator and the executive; 
but the control must be there.”’ , 

Roosevelt advocated enactment by con- 
gress of the bill providing for a bureau to be 
known as the children’s bureau to gather, 
classify, and distribute accurate information 
on all subjects relating to the welfare of 
children, He urged working women to or- 
ganize as workingmen are organized and de- 
clared that New York should put a stop to 
manufacturing in tenement houses. 


Judges Block Reforms. 

Experience in the last twenty-five years, tho 
speaker declared, has shown that, while the 
people may be aroused to sound and high 
thinking and their legislative and executive 
Officers try to carry out their purpose, the 
whole movement for good may come to 
naught ‘ becatise certain judges, certain 
courts, are steeped in some outworn political 
or social philosophy and totally misappre- 
hend their relations.to the people and to the 
public needs.” He continued: 

** I believe that we have been wise in giving 
great power to our judges. But I also believe 
that, like any other power, this power can 
be abused and that it is a power for which 
the people have merely temporarily parted 
and not one which they have permanently 
alienated, ~ 


Will of People Should Rule. 

“TY hold that if a majority of the people, 
after due deliberation, come to champion 
such social and economic reforms as these we 
champion tonight, they have the right to see 
them enacted into law and become a part of 
our settled governmental policy, and I shall 
never abandon the effort to see this view 
triumph. 

“I am asking you to declare unequivo- 
cally that it is for the people themselves to 
gay whether this policy shall be adopted 
and that no body of officials, no matter how 
well meaning, nor personally honest, no mat- 
ter whether they be legislators, judges, or 
executives, have any right to say that we. 
the people, shal] not make laws to protect 
women and children, to protect men in has- 
ardous industry, to protect men, women, and 
ehildren from working under unhealthy con- 
ditions, or for manifestly excessive hours, 


and to prevent the conditions of life in tene- 
ment houses from becoming intolerable.”

If your present method of eating hae reduced 
you forty pounds in six monthe It is evident that, 
in order to make energy and heat sufficient for 
your needs, you have had to burn up forty pounds 
of your fat and muscle. If you do not wish to 


lose more you will, therefore, have to increase the. 


amount of food which you are eating. 

Zwieback is nutritious, but greens serve fm the 
main as filling. However, it is not so much the 
things you eat as the quantity which you ¢at. 
You should. therefore, increase the quantity of 
food over thet of the last six months, You will 
eventually suffer from malnutrition if you do not 
take some small quantity of meats, and also sugars, 
starches, fats, and vegetables.

TUBERCULOSIS OF THE THROAT. 
H. H. J. asks what are the symptoms of 

tuberculosis of the throat, especially in its 
early stages. 


REPLY. 

Tuberculosis of the throat, tm the first place, 
would give the signs of tuberculosis elsewhere in 
the body. The morning temperature would be & 
little below normal. The afternoon temperature 
would go about normal or a little above it. There 
would be a little cough, which would hang on. 
There would be a little persisting irritation In the 
throat. The patient might lose flesh without any 
good reason for losing it. These symptoms taken 
together would be suggestive of tuberculosis of 
the throat, particularly if the person had been 
exposed to the disease. 
Tuberculosis in the throat fs usually, although 
not always, secondary to tuberculosis in the lungs. 
This means that those who have lung tubercu- 
losis should have the throat examined from time 
to time, in order to catch any involvement in an 
early stage, for it is much harder to cure throat 
tuberculosis than lung tuberculosis. A little later 
in the disease there will be a definite pain in the 
throat. About this time there will be sputum, and 
this sputum may be streaked with blood, and a 
microscopic examination of this sputum usually 
shows tubercle bacilli. A person who has been In 
contact with consumption should be alert enough 
to get his disease diagnosed before pain comes or 
tubercle bacilli appear in the sputum.

DE FONTENOY. 


RINCESS CHARLOTTE of Schwarz- 
burg, the eldest scion of European roy- 
alty, has just celebrated her ninety~ 
sixth birthday at her beautiful country 
seat in Switzerland, not far from 

Berne, on towards the Fribourg border, and 
remote from the railroad line, where she 
lives so secluded from the world as to be 
almost forgotten by the public. Yet more 
than fifty years ago the romance of her mare 
riage created a world wide sensation, and 
it has furnished the inspiration of several 
novels. 

Princess Charlotte, - “who belongs to the 

sovereign house of Schwarzburg, and who is 

a grand aunt of the present ruler of that 

principality, was inher younger days pas- 

sionately fond of Alpine climbing. a form. of 
sport in which she was an adept. In one of: 
her excursions her life was saved by the most 
wonderful presence of mind, muscular. 


narrowly escaped being dragged down the 
precipice, over the brink of which she had 
already disappeared, suspended to the rope, 
the other end of which was fastened to him.

ments. He managed not only to withstand 
the shock of her fall, but likewise to drag 
her back into safety, though with the utmost 
difficulty and at the risk of himself slip- 
ping. owing to the insecurity of the font- 
hold.

The road and mail orders made a satisfactory 
showing for spring deliveries, although the 
advance demand is:.yet affected by the con- 
servative attitude of country merchants. 

Winter Apparel Remains Quiet. 

‘“‘Absence of cold weather thus far has 
caused a dragging disposal of heavy wearing 
apparel, and stocks as a whole have not 
met the absorption desired. Stocks, it is 
claimed, are not burdensome in any particu- 
lar section of the country, and the outlook 
remains unimpaired. Gratifying sales are 
noted in holiday wares, toys, novelties, sil: 
verware, and art goods. As compared with 
this time last year bookings show gains in dry 
goods, millinery, furs, footwear, clothing, 
cloaks and suits, men’s furnishings, hats, and 
gioves, household utensils, provisions, and 
food products. 


‘“‘ Agricultural reports indicate seasonable prog- 
ress in seeding, soil conditions improving after the 
rains, and rapid curing suggests early rush of corn 
marketings. Movements of the principal commodi- 
ties exhibit smaller supplies of cattle, dairy prod- 
ucts, and mine and forest outputs. ‘There are alg 
decreases in the outgo of breadstuffs, hides jeath- 
er, and wool, but grain arrivals are seen to be heavy 
and aggregate receipts of live meats are highest 
this year. 


Factory Supplies Show Steady. 


** Bupplies for factory conversion were in steady, 
although moderate, request, with prices averaging 
more favorably to buyers and again weaker in pig 
iron and miscellaneous steel. The leading produc- 
ers report increasing numbers of small orders, 
which assures considerable forward work at fao- 
tories, but lange buyers to some extent withhold 
commitments, pone for easier costs. Railroads 
distribute Inquiries for next year’s needs, and the 
period is nearer at hand when substantial contracts 
should issue for rails, motive power, and other 
equipment.

Wife of Dean of Yale Law School Says

Inspection of Altgeld School 
Shows This Number Out 
of 237 Pupils. 


QUARANTINE AT HOUSES. 


Action Taken to Stamp Out In- 
cipient Epidemie in En- 
glewood District. 


An inspection of the puplis of the Altgeld 
school, at Seventy-first and Loomis streets. 
yesterday disclosed the fact.that out of 237 
youngsters 67 were diphtheria oarriers. 

The inspection was ordered by the health 
department in the hope of stamping out an 
incipient epidemic of diphtheria which has 
been discovered in the Englewood district. 

The whole neighborhood has been infected 
ever since the first of September an® while 
there have been no deaths, the situation is 
critical, 

The roqubt: af the Sinpedtinn Goes not néou- 
sarily mean sixty-seven of the pupils are 
actually fll with diphtheria. A child may 
be a carrier of the bacilll without feeling 
any evil effects itself. It means sixty-seven 
are sufficiently infected to pasa the disease. 
along. 

Quarantine signe are being. posted at the 
houses: where the.little “ carriers” live and 
the residences are being fumigated. The 
Altgeld school already has been disinfected. 
-Dr. Helen B. Fiynn, a health department 
physician, was attacked by Mre, William 
Paul, while she was attempting to post a 
diphtheria sign at the Paul residence, 7338 
Center avenue. Dr. Flynn’s hands and face 
were scratched by Mrs. Paul and she had 
the woman arrested.

Some time ago Dr. Henderson wrote | 


a life of Mark Twain; some people liked it | 
and some did not. I was among the former. | 


I found it fresh and entertaining. I find this 
Life of Bernard Shaw equally fresb and en- 
tertaining, but it is a much more important 
book. For six years Dr. Henderson has had 
this book in mind, but the magnitude of the 
undertaking and the elusiveness of the sub- 
ject frightened him off for a while, but he 
came back to it, and the many admirers of 
Mr. Shaw’s peculiarities will be glad that 
he did. Mr. Shaw once gave the following 
fantastic account of the evolution of the 


present work: 

A young American professor wished to write a 
book about Bernard Shaw. Originally, he 
thought of beginning his task by writing an arti- 
cle for a daily newspaper. But so rapidly did 
the material grow that he goon saw the necessity 
of expanding the newspaper article into a iong 
essay for a monthly review. When the essay was 
completed, in view of thé mass of material in 
his hands, it appeared totally inadequate to ex- 
press what he really wished to say about Bernard 
Shaw. It then occurred to him to write a short 
book entitled “‘G. B. 8."" Alas! This plan had 
also to be relinquished, for it was now manifest 


that in no such small compass was it possible | 
At last he hit upon | 


to do justice to hie subject. 
the brilliant scheme of his final adoption; he 
would write a history of modern thought in twenty 
volumes. After considering the forerunners of 
his hero in the first nineteen volumes, he would 
devote the twentieth solely to the treatment of 
George Bernard Shaw. 
oe 

Dr. Henderson must heave had real pleasure 
and a jot of fun in writing this book. He was, 
he tells us, first drawn to Shaw: 


Not because he was @ Socialist, a publicist, an 
economist. I was concerned with neither his 
fame nor his obscurity. I had seen his plays pro- 
duced in America, had followed the ups and downs 


’ of his career as a dramatist, and was marking the 


rise of his star successively in Austria and Ger- 
many. The Shaw who caught and held my in- 
terest was-the dramatist of a new type. I planned 
writing a brief study of Bernard Shaw <nd his 
plays less comprehensive in scope even than the 
subsequent studies of Holbrook Jackson, Gilbert 
Chesterton, and Julius Bab. Mr. Shaw furnished 
me with a brief outline of his career and [ set to 
work. After studying his works for some months, 
I sent a series of queries to Mr. Shaw. Fear fell 
upon me when, some time later, I received from 
bim a card saying that he had only come to the 
forty-first page of his reply, and he assured me 
that if this business was to come off tt might as 
well be done thoroughly. Fear was turned to con- 
sternation when the big budget finally arrived. ‘‘ I 
know that you thought you were dealing with a 
new dramatist,’’ wrote Mr. Shaw, ‘‘ whereas, to 
myself, all the fuss about Candida was only a 
remote ripple from the splashes I made in the 
days of my warfare long ago. I do not think what 
you propose is important as my biography, but a 
thorough biography of any man who is up to the 
chin in the life of his time as I have been 
is worth writing as a historical document; and, 
therefore, if you still care to face it, Iam willing 
to give you what help I oan. Indeed, you can 
force my hand to some extent, for any story that 
you start will pursue me to all eternity, and if 
there le to be a.blography, it is worth my while 
to make it as accurate as possibie.’° 

Mr. Shaw had not then become the popular 


playwright and author that heis today. 


~~. 

‘‘When did you first feel Inclined to write?’ 
Shaw was oncé asked. ‘‘I never felt inclined 
to write, any more than I ever felt inclined to 
breathe,” was his perverse reply. ‘I felt in- 
clined to draw; Michael Angelo was my boyish 
ideal. I felt inclined to be a wicked baritone in 
an opera when I grew out of my earlier impulse 
towards piracy and highway robbery. You see, 
as I couldn’t draw, I was perfectly well aware 
that drawing was mn exceptional gift. But it 
never occurred to me that my literary sense was 
exceptional. I gave the whole world credit for 
it. The fact is, there is nothing miracylous, noth- 
ing particularly interesting even, in @ Ratural fac- 
ulty to the man who has it. The amateur, the 
collector, the enthusiast in an art. is the man 
who lacks the faculty for producing It. The Vene- 
tlan wants to be a soldier; the Gaucho wants to be 
a sailor; the fish wants to fly, and the bird to 
swim. No, I never wanted to write. I know now, 
of course, thé value and the scartity of the liter- 
ary faculty (though I think it overrated); but 1 
still don’t want it.’’ And he added: ‘' You can. 
not want a thing and have it, too.’’ 

Mr. Shaw has seen himself Boswellized, a 
privilege which was denied to Dr. Johanson. 
Dr. Henderson’s method is different from 
that of Boswell; he has put more of his own 
opinions: in the book, and while Mr. Shaw 
has allowed himself to be interviewed, and 
freely, still not just In the same way that 
Boswell interviewed Johnson. Dr. Hender- 
son has left nothing for any future biogra- 


pher of Shaw’s to say; he has covered the 


field and he has covered it exceedingly well. 
He takes up every aspect of Mr. Shaw's 
literary activities and discuseions from ‘his 
own point of view, then he lets Mr. Shaw 
talk about himself, which he does in a free 
and characteristic manner. Few writers of 
the day have seen themselves discussed be- 
tween the covers of a book more frequentiy 
than has Mr. Shaw. and he knows pretty well 
what the world thinks of him. He will not 
have to read his own obituaries to be en- 
lightened on this point, for most of his bi- 
ographers have been frank fn their discus- 
sions of him. Shaw is a man who likes 
frankness up to a certain point.

His 
answer made a more profound impression 
upon his biographer than anything that 
occurred in the course of their association: 

** Look here,” be replied, the utmost earnestness 
molding hig expression, *‘ real feeling is the most 
diMicust thing in the world to recognize. A parable 
will serve. Two men are walking down the 
crowded Strand, gazing at the vast throng of people 
as they hurry along with a thousand different 
aims. To one the spectacle signifies nothing more 
thdn the ordinary metropolitan aspect of the great- 
est city! in the world. The other sees in- the spec 
tacle a company of men and angele ascending and 
descending an endless ladder which reaches from 
earth to heaven. The one passes a starving child 
whose face is pinched with the cold; he shudders 
with <disoonffort, draws his greatcoat tighter 
around him, and, after giving the child a penny, 
passes on, thanking God that he fs not as other 
men are. The other man regards the little waif 
with infinite compassion, his heart goes out in 
profoundest sympathy, and his whole being protests 
against the social system which makes such 
things possible.

There is a picture of Dr. Henderson taker 
with Mr. Shaw which shows the former to be 
aman of frail physique. How he hag accom- 
plished all that he has accomplished in the 
last few years, with apparently only nervous 
strength to work upon, is little short of a 
miracle. Dr. Henderson is the author of 
three notable books: “Interpreters of Life 
and the Modern Spirit,”’ ‘‘ Mark Twain,” and 
this, his magnum opus, “ GEORGE BER- 
NARD SHAW, HIS LIFH AND WORKS” 
(Stewart & Kidd company). Dr. Henderson 
is a professor in the University of North Car- 
olina, and, curiously enough, he is a pro- 
fessor of mathematics. During his summer 
vacations he travels abroad, not asa sight- 
seer but ag an investigator. He is here and 
there and everywhere, and he accomplishes 
an amount of work that would be abnormal 
in a man of twice his physical strength. 

Dr. Henderson's life of Shaw covers over 
500 pages, and is profusely illustrated from 
photographs,and other portraits, including 
numerous cartoons.
